Union, liberty, equality and a protectiveitorrff 
have largely contributed in making «»,000,000 
of people the best fed, tho best clothed, the 
hapnUst, the most intelligent and powerful 
that ever existed on earth. The elevation of 
labor by the abolition of slavery and the utter 
repudiation of cast* and aristocracy by the 
Republican party has opened to fre* men and 
free lakwr every acre of land within tho juris- 
diction of the united States, and ka( enabled 
the toiling millions of the North and of the 
South to associate in one common brotherhood 
for the protoetion of their rights and tne ad- 
vancement of their intellectual and material 
prosperity.

has treated with contemptuous veto every 
pension bill against which it could nnd any 
•hadow or technical objection 
It promised 
to protect the person and property of citixena 
both at home and abroad, and to maintain the 
dignity »nd honor of the nation, yet in its re- 
lation with Great Britain it ha* shown itself 
uawllling to give protection to either perion 
or property, and has permitted our flag to be 
insulted, without proper protect, almost In 
•icht of our shores, while by haity and un- 
seemly action it ha* unnecessarily jeopardised 
0>r friendly relations with the Mexican Re. 
Dnbllc. and made our Nation ridiaulou* in the 
e-»e» «f th* world: Its evasion ef civil «*rvic* 
reform, t» which its leading representatives 
areTDledied, have been bold, insolent and law- 
1H8 it ha* shown itself no friend to Nevada, 
because among it* Crst aot* of administration, 
i "lo?Jd «£ "Sited Stales Mint in C*r*m Oily, 
in utter violation of th-> law, to the great detri- 
ment of «»erjr miner and .liver producer in 
this Stata In particular, and of the public In 
general. It ha» seriously impaired our mail 
facillttea, without shadow of just exoone. It 
ho* out aged the express will of Congress, and 
denied to this, people their right* by its unex-

in the capital of this State. It has used th 
entire power of the Administration tD destroy 
silver as money, and by a refusal to executi 
the law and pay out silver for Governmen1 
dues has kept the metal out of circulation, an< 
by various devices it has reduced the prire o" 
silver since the inauguration of Presniel, 
Cleveland more than fifteen per cent 
It has 
closed many of our silver mines, and thrown 
thousands of honest laborers out of employ 
ment.

We favor a tariff upon the imported product) 


of low-priced foreign labor, so as to proteo 
the interests of American wage-workers, ant 
for the development of American industries. 
We demand in behalf of our mining interests 
the maintenance of ths present tariff on lead, 
borax, soda and other mineral productions 
and in behalf of our wool-growing interests a 
restoration of the wool tariff of 1887, and we 
denounce th* recent attempt of the Democratic 
majority in the National Bouso of Uepresenta- 
tlves to pass the Morrison bill reducing the 
tariff on the product* of our mint* and placing 
wool on the free list. 


IV. 


We believe in American soil for American 
citizens, and are opposed to non-resident aliens 
becoming landowners. The public doinaii 
should be reserved as homesteads for actual 
settlers, and the accumulation of large tracts 
or bodies of land in the hands of corporations 
or individuals should be discouraged, aud in 
the case ef land grants to railroad corporations 
where tbo corporations have failed to comply 
with the condition* of the grants the land 
should be forfeited to the General Government, 
and held for the benefit of actunl settlers, 


T. 


We favoi the intelligent organization of la- 
bor tor such worthy purposes as mutual eclu- 
cttion and for the protection of their interests 
in all things relating to their welfare and to 
the industrial welfare of the country, and w* 
favor the enactment of State and Kationa] 
laws providing for the settlement of contro- 
versies ketween employers and employees by 
method* of voluntary arbitration, 01 by the 
establishment of courts of conciliation, which 
will avoid the waste, loss and ill-feeling re- 
sulting from strikes and lock-outs, and the 
usual expeusa of litigation. 


VI. 


We denounce the action of the Democratic 


House of Representatives at its last session in 
striking from the bill to compensate tko citi 
zen* of this State ior losses sustained in the 
Indian war of 1800 all claims for supplies fur 
nisked for th* suppression of Indian hostilities, 
and also ior services rendered during that 
memorable struggle in which ike lives of a 
large number of our most respected citizen* 
wore sacrificed. 


VII. 


Wo denounc* the pret«n«* of the Democratic 
party of having sympathy for the eiuae of lo- 
cal *elf-govornnaent in Ireland while the Dem- 
ocratic House of Representatives,in Commute* 
of tue Whole, repeatedly refused to endorse 
that principle. In the months of April and 
June last that body, by Democratic votes, on 
•everal occasions rejected aresolation indors- 
ing a free Parliament for Ireland, which is in 
the following words: 
" Resolved that the House of Ilepiesentitives 
earnestly sympathizes with Bight Hou Wm, 
£. Gladstone and his associates in their efforts 
te secure a free Parliament for the peop e of 
Ireland, and congratulates the people ef thai 
hithrito unhappy country upon the prospect 
of all e*rly and successful termination of thair] 
long and patriotic struggle for the right of local 
self government." 
Thereby destroying the growth of a libera 
spirit throughout Great Britain.

W* commend the efforts of Senator Jones and 


Congressman Woodburn in obtaining »n ap 
propriation of 830,000 for public land surveys 
in this State, and we condemn the action of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office in 
wi hholding moneys appropriated for that pur- 
pose, and particularly condemn the aciion of 
senator Fair in absenting himself from Wash 
ingtou during all the time when appropria 
tions ior this State wen under consideiaiion 
by the Senate. 


IX, 


We endcrts* tin action of Senator Jones and 
Congressman Woodburu in their efforts to sap 
press polygamy in Utnh, and to check the 
growth of diiloyalty to th* Government in that 
lenitory, and we fully endorse the piiuciples 
oi tho bills introduced for that purpose by 
Congressman Woodburn, We endorse the ac- 
tion of the Republican Senate in pausing in 
tho early days of the last session of Congress a 
bill w«ll calculated to suppress tke growing

We therefore d mund that good faitb. shall 
be observed with the people by the Democratic 
Administration b> religiously adhering to the 
money plank, »s it docs to ever} other plal.k of 
the Chicago platform. 
Second President Cleveland, in bis wine 
conservatite and patriotic administration oi 
mr public affairs, both foreign and domestic, 
.hallenges our highest admiration, except in 
ollowing the beaten path of his Uopubli an 
nedeccssor* and the i>olicy of tbe Republican 
>ariy on the silver ciutstion, in disregird of th* 
cherished prim ipUs oi the National Deincratic 
party. 


Third—We demand of the Administration, at 
Washington, that it shall second tbe efforts of 
the Democratic Representatives in Congress to 
give the people free coinage of silver, notwith- 
itandinb the formidable combination existing

actment of liberal laws fostering and encour- 
aging the formation of co-operative and pro-

MONTANA. 


S.T. Hanier, Governor of Montana 


Territory, in b« annual report to the 
Secretary of the Interior, concerning the 
condition and progress of Montana dox- 
the past year, Bay*: "Agriculture has 
been almost a failure—certainly not over 
balf a crop having bean raised. A long 
continued drought, lasting lor three 
months, and the fact that the fall of 
•now last Winter was less than half the 
usual amount, resulted in the drying up 
of many of the streams. It has been 
difficult, therefore, to procure necessary 
water for irrigation, without which it is 
impossible to raise crops in this Terri- 
tory. The great portion of our many 
valleys along the larger streams and 
rivers will not be utilized for agricul- 
tural purpose* until there has been a 
proper system of irrigation canals built. 
Irrigating canals, however, are expen- 
sive and tb»ir 
construction will be 


greatly retarded, if not indefinitely post- 
poned, if the Desert Act is repealed. 
But the most serious of all losses, the 
full extent of which it is impossible as 
y«t to estimate, says the report, is that 
of our natural grasses, the sole depend- 
ence for the vast herds of cattle, horses 
and sheep and other »toclt, both Winter 
and Summer. 
Our ranges are almost 


bare, or so nearly so that our stock is in 
poor condition for Winter, anJ should 
the season prove leng and severe, great 
loss must inevitably follow. 
In antici- 


pation of such an went, sorue of our 
large stock-owners ate driving their 
herds to the British Possessions. It is 
a matter of such urgent importance that 
I would urg» upon yonr department to 


" secure, by friundly interposition, the 


privilege on such terms as may aeein 
just for some portion of onr stockmen, 
who can best avail themselves thereof, 
to pasture their herds during the com- 
ing Winter on the extensive Indian Res- 
ervations north of the Missouri river, 
and those south of the Yellowstone 
river. I cannot too seriously urge upon 
yonr immediate attention to this sug- 
gestion to avoid or lessen a danger that 
threatens so important an interest as 
that ef onr stock, whose numbers and 
value have been steadily increasing un- 
til itrepresutsavast aggregate of wealth 
probably of $50,000,000. Oa the basis 
of an estimate made last year, counting 
the large natural increase of last Spring 
and the large imortation before drought 
began, onr cattle must now number 1,- 
000.000 bead; horses, 130,000 head, and 
sheep, 2,000,000." The Governor esti- 
mates the premanent population of the 
Territory at 120,000, an increase ol 


^ 10,000 daring the yiar. Ou the snbjecl 


of transportation, the Governor says 
"This question underlies all others in 
th<* development of Montana. Railroad? 
are mare important to us and our inter 
eats than any other portion of theUuitec 
States." The products of the mines o! 
the Territory for the past year are esti 
mated as follows; Gross value—gold 
$3,460,000; silver, $9,600,000; copper 
$3,000,000; lead. $1,250,000; total, $22, 
300,000. The Governor discusses thi 
silver legislation at some length, an< 
•ays the necessity of a free coinage o 
•ilver with gold is growing daily mor 
evident. The Governor makes various 
recommendations in the way of legisla 
tiqn for the good of the Territory.
